CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Train robbers 


stopped the Atlantic express train on 
the Lake Shore road at Keasler, Ind., 
about midnight Monday night, shot 
the engineer, James Knapp, wounding 
him severely, broke into the express 
car, Mew open tho United States Ex- 
press Co.'s safe and took its con- 
tents, consisting of four packages. 
The express 
officials 
ore reticent 


on the question as to the amount 
of money scoured by the robbers, but 
It can positively be stated that the 
total was 19,040.00. Two bars of gold 
valued at $10,000 were overlooked. 
The express messenger saved tho com- 
pany (4,000 in cash by secreting the 
money before the entrance to the car 
was effected. 
The number of the 


highwaymen was estimated by some 
trainmen at twenty, but there were 
probably not half so many. 
The 


passengers on the train were not mo- 
lested. 


After the robbery the thieves fled 


into the thick timber surrounding the 
place where the robbing was done. 
The train proceeded on its way. The 
railroad and express officials at once 
notified the police in all cities from 
Chicago to Cleveland and the citizens 
in the vicinity of the robbery formed 
posses to hunt down the bandits. 


Kessler, near where tho robbery took 


place, Is a small station on the Lake 
Shore road about 140 miles from Chi- 
cago. Just this side of tho stopping 
place is a sharp eurvc in the line that 
passes through a timbered district. As 
the train was approaching this point 
the engineer, James Knapp, of Toledo, 
O., saw the switch light showing red 
and thought the switch was open. lie 
brought the train to a standstill, and 
at that moment the bandits leaped 
from .the darkness, leveled rifles at the 
heads of himself and his fireman, and 
ordered them to throw up their hands. 
The fireman obeyed, but Knapp showed 
fight, and a shot was fired at him, the 
bullet tearing through his shoulder.1 


The robbers having control of the 


engine, proceeded to loot the express 
car. It was found afterward that tho 
switch had not been turned, but the 
light only had been changed. If the 
train had not been stopped it would 
have passed on uninjured. -Thetrain 
was the Atlantic express, and left Chi- 
cago at 7:45 p. m. It consisted of 
twelve coaches and sleepers, and was 
in charge of Conductor M. A. Loup, of 
Chicago. It carried a large number of 
passengers, 
many 
of 
whom were 


World's fair visitors returning home. 


The most vigorous measures were at 


once instituted to capture the bandits. 
The sheriff of Noble county organized 
a posse of 100 men and began a sys- 
tematic search of the surrounding 
country. Every town and hamlet for 
miles was notified to watch for the 
thieves. It was thought that the rob- 
bers would endeavor to escape to Chi- 
cago or Cleveland either of which 
places they could reach by daylight by 
trains on other roads. 


The robbery is considered one of the 


most daring ever perpetrated east of 
the Mississippi. The stories told by 
the messenger and fireman. show that 
two men held the engine crew while 
three others attended to the express 
car. Some of the Chicago police arc 
of tho opinion that the job was done 
by professional safe-blowers, and a cer- 
tain ex-convict, who is known to have 
been for some time in that part of In- 
diana, is suspected of having had a 
hand in the crime, if he was not the 
Instigator and leader of it. The fact 
that only the cxprHSRSSr was attacked, 
and that a train earry ing an unusually 
large sum was selected, argues supe- 
rior knowledge of the express business 
or rare good luck on the part of the 
robbers. 


During tho robbery, the passengers 


on the train were in a state of wild ex- 
citement. 
Women tainted and men 


hid their valuables nnder tho ear seats 
and in their shoes or in anyplace that 
suggested safety from the robbers1 
search. Only & lew of the passengers 
were armed and as the bandit outside 
had the "ebrop" on any person who 
might nhmr WnweWAtdooor or window 
rentataaee WM not ra«eh COBS}*—<i3. 
However, the rubbers contented them- 
selves in plundering the express CM 
and did not molest the passenger* 


Engineer James Knapp, who was 


badly wounded In the side and shoul- 
der by the robber's bullets was taken 
to hia home In Toledo. 


At the oBIce of General Manager C. 


H. Crosby, uorne information w»» fan- 


parted about tho work done In the way 
of pursuit. Within two hours of the 
commission of the crime Gapt Byrne 
was on his way to the scene with a de- 
tachment of detec lives from his Buf 
falo district. Tho first train out ot 
Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, Toledo, De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Chicago and St. 
Louis carried squads of detectives in 
the employ of the United. States Ex- 
press 
Co. and 
the 
confederated 


companies.

the work from its Cleveland office, so 
that in the-roplnionof Secretary Henry, 
not less than 100 trained detectives are 
already on the trail of the robbers. 
He did not believe any gang- of crooks 
could escape the force put after them. 
The express company's officers are per- 
fectly well satisfied that the robbery* 
was committed by expert safe-blowers 
who knew the use of dynamite and 
just how to get at the vulnerable 
spots in the safe. This, in their opin- 
ion ought to make the elmse more cer- 
tain to end in tho capture of tho rob- 
bers and the recovery of the money 
than would otherwise be the case.

Lang ami about a dozen men went out 
From Chicago in the interest of the ex- 
press company. 
Detective Mulancy, 


chief of the secret service men of the 
Lake Shore road, believes that the rob- 
bers are congregated in the swamps of 
northern Indiana, and has several 
sheriffs' posses scouring tho counties 
on all sides of the scene of the rob- 
bery. Capt. Hartnett, of the Harrison- 
street station, sent out twenty men to 
search incoming trains on the Lake 
Shore road, as far as Thirty-first street, 
the boundary of his district. The ma- 
jority of these men are in citizens' at- 
tire. 


I should not bo surprised a bit if 


when these men are arrested it is found 
;hat every one of them belong here 
in Chicago," said Capt. liar net t. Dis- 
tricts south of Thirty-first street arc 
also being closely watched and all in- 
coming trains from the vicinity of 
ICendallvillc receive the attention of 
the police.

Just then there came 
iea-vy pounding on the door of our car, 
which was closed.

Another fellow kept Weist covered in 
the same way. They searched Weist and 
I for keys to the safe, but could not find 
any, and they commenced to believe 
us when we told them that the safe 
was opened by men in the office at the 
end of the run. 


Then they set to work to open the 


safe. With a sledge they knocked oif 
the door and then they began to drill 
holes in it 
It took them what seemed 


hours to do this, while Weist and I 
were competed to ait with the muzzles 
of the rifles at our heads. The drilling 
seemed slow work for the fellows. 
They talked but little. A small, stout 
man, 
who seemed to be the leader, di- 


rected the work. Finally they got 
through drilling and forced the door 
open. The man who seemed to be the 
leader of the gang took the money 
packages aud handed them out to a 
fellow who stood outside of the car, 
and who ran into the woods when he 
got the money."

fAflHiHCTOK, Sept. 12.—A letter from tha 


treasury department in responao to a resolu- 
tion inquiring as to the redemption of treas- 
ury notes in silver, etc., was presented and 
road. It states that 11,743,874 of treasury notes 
Issued under tho Shormaa act have boon re- 
deemed In silverooIn luSeptember«ud August; 
that *3G,B07,185 silver coinngo nor* hcon minted 
with a gala, or seigniorage ol *tf,OM.109. and 
that the remainder of the bullion purchased 
under tho Sherman act hail not boun coined, 
because no further coinage hiwJ not been neces- 
sary to provide (or the redemption of the 
notes In silver. 


Mr. Stewart's resolution us to senators .he- 


Ing stockholders In national hanks went over 
until to-morrow by unanimous consent. 


The repeal bill was taken up, and Mr. Mitch- 


ell (rep.. Ore.) addressed tho senate In opposi- 
tion to it. He denied that tho Sherman act had 
been tho cause of tho panic? The causes lead- 
Ing up to it were In part world wide, and their 
origin, not In this country, but in speculative 
dealings between London bankers and the peo- 
ple of South America and Australia, which 
brought rufn to the doors of Inrfro moneyed in- 
stitutions. Tho fear of tariff revision and of the 
Inauguration of a free-trade policy had much to 
do with the panic. 


The trouble was in a very largo measure 
started by the banks, tho conaplraey starting 
with tho<bankers of England; thence to Wall 
street and throughout this country. Bimetal- 
lism is Impossible, England was wedded to 
tho gold Btundard, and was not willing to even 
discuss the question of bimetallism. 


Mr. Hawloy (rep., Conn.) declared himself 


for the pending bill, flrst last and always. Re- 
peal wolild not result, as had been stated, in 
the total destruction of one-half of tho cur- 
rency of the world. All senators expected to 
continue the use of silver monoy liberally aa 
far as it could be done without recognizing 
stiver monometallism.

ists, explained and defended their va- 
rious views under the big dome of the 
Art Institute yesterday. It was the 
second day of the great World's par- 
Immcnt of religions. All of the large 
halls of the structure were crowded 
and this deliverances of the various 
eminent men who figured upon the 
programme were listened to with, at- 
tention. One of the most interesting 
addresses was that of Kev. Alfred W 
Momerie, of London, who spoke upon 
the "Philosophical and Moral Evidences 
of God." He took the ground that sci- 
ence, had proved not that there ma 
a lack of purpose in tho creation, 
but rather that there \vas one great and 
intense purpose. 
There were evi- 


dences in abundance of the world'« 
dependence upon nne great mind and 
upon tlie unceasing activity of an In- 
finite Thinker. The must certain thing 
in science was evolution, and this 
demonstrated that the difficulties of 
civilization were being slowly bat 
sorely 
overcome. There were re- 


straints upon a God if there \vero not 
on a devil; restraints upon a pood man 
that there were not on a had one. 
Atheists claimed the uniformity of 
nature as an argument, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it was a first step toward 
the proofs that the divinity exists, 


The speaker held that it was impos- 


sible for God to creak' a painless 
world, and that if there xvas no suffer- 
ing people would lose their faith and 
believe that they were living in a world 
of chance. 


A paper read by Very Kev. Augustine 


P. Hewitt dealt with the same sub- 
ject. He insisted that there must be a 
first motor and a power limitless, aud 
that it was the highest achievement of 
the human reason to bring the intel- 
lect to a knowledge of God as the first 
and final cause of the world. 


Much in the same line was the ad- 


dress of Kabbi Isaac N, Wise, who dis- 
cussed from tlie standpoint of .Judaism. 
He admitted that philosophy had never 
proven the existence of a God, yet 
there were dogmasjn the human mind 
that had existed there from the begin- 
ning, and one was that there existed a 
Supreme Being of infinite power. Rea- 
son could not reach these dogmas, yet 
they were transcendent truths and ex- 
isted in spite of all. 


Prof. M. Valentine regarded Juda- 


ism as the early stage of unfolding 
Christianity, and emphasized the fact 
that all the historic faiths, save llud- 
dhism, which bordered on the atheis- 
tic, were based on the belief in the ex- 
istence of a Supreme Being. 


The discussion was continued at 


length by Delegates Drivdi Soyeu and 
Justice Aloi, of India, and Kev. 
Mau- 


rice Phillips. 


The presentation of the belief of the 


Catholic church was inaugurated in the 
Hall of Washington in the prestmce of 
* large audience. Very Rev. W. llyrne, 
of Boston, spoke upon the Catholic 
ideal of dogmatic truth. Very Rev. 
Padilia Kent Stone, of lliienos Ayrcs, 
dwelt upon the Catholic idea of wor- 
ship and grace, and Father Sherman, 
of St. Louis, diliatcd eloquently upon 
the Catholic idea of holiness and per- 
fection. 


The history of the Lutheran church, 


the liberty it allows and its educa- 
tional 
features, were the principal 


topics dwelt upon in the hull asuiirned 
to that denomination. The speakers 
included 
1'rof. J. W. Richards, of 


Gettysburg, and Rev. W. E. Parsons, of 
Washington. 


Seven papers dealing with the in- 


trinsic worth of men and the attain- 
ment of universal 'holiness and happi- 
ness as tho final result of God's will, 
were presented to the session of the 
Universalist congress. 
Among- the 


speakers were Kev. Coleman Adams, of 
Brooklyn; Kev. S. L. Kexford, of Bos- 
ton i 1'rof. Capen, president of Tuft s 
college, Massachusetts. 


A "Homo Symposium" was the fea- 


ture of the day's session of the Congre- 
gational congress, the proceedings be- 
ing inaugurated by the singing of 
"Home. Sweet Home," by a band of 
little ones. Only lad ies figured on the 
programme. They discussed tho effect 
of a Christian home on the future citi- 
zens of the republic, and reasoned it 
out that as the state was dependent 
npon the homo, BO it wa« necessary 
that the domestic circle should have 
Christian

LAUNDERING LINEN. 


Booh Work Can Be Saved la the Iroaioc at 


the Drrla« to «rrt Dm* BUM. 


Again and again housekeepers are 


told never to allow linen to become, 
thoroughly dry before ironing, (or it far 
almost out of the question to make It 
smooth after once wrinkles are dried 
Into it 
In hanging out linen, especial 


care should be taken to ehake it and 
smooth it so that no creases caused by 
wringing it shall be left in it Some 
housekeepers—those who have small 
washings and plenty of time—shake' 
towels out thoroughly, fold the two 
ends together and pin the fringe to the 
line, putting in one pin at each corner' 
and one in the middle. They claim 
that the constant whipping of the 
fringe wears the ends of the towels out 
mnoh more quickly than is necessary. 


There Is a good theory in this, and 


the additional time is worth while an-; 
less strength and help are of more im- 
portance than towels. 


Pillow-cases should be turned wrong- 


tide out and pinned to the lino by the; 
closed end. Exception may be made to, 
this rule on dnll or damp days when the' 
clothes dry slowly; then they should be 
pinned to the line at one side of the, 
open end, but it is worth while for con- 
venience in Ironing to change them and1 
let them finish drying pinned by the 
closed end. 


It is a good plan, always considering, 


of course, whether time and strength 
will allow, to take linen sheets and 
table-clothes from the line when about 
half dry, shake them and smooth them 
out, fold them once over and hang them 
over the line without any stretching or] 
pulling. A couple of pins at a little 
distance from cither edge will beep 
them m place. This gives more line 
room, which Is often greatly needed, 
and allows the pieces to dry in much 
bettor shape 


Many laundresses seem to think that 


clothes may be flung on the line in any 
way whatever, wrinkled, 
folded 
or 


twisted, as the case may be; but this 
means just so much additional work 
when ironing day comes. Things that 
are done right in the first place save 
much labor and perplexity as well as 
not a little wear and tear of the articles 
themselves.—N Y. Ledger.

The regiment was one of the 
beet in the eervioe. One company care* 
from Mnttoon, one from Shelby county, 
one from Christian, one from Moultrie, 
three from Macon county and three from 
DeWitt county. The regiment was moi- 
tered into the United States service at 
Deoatnr, III., August 5, 1861, under Col. 
I.;0. Pngb, of this oity; Lient.-Col.. 
Ansel Tnppor, Decatnr, and Major John 
Warner, of Clinton. The regiment was 
first engaged at Fort Henry on the 6th 
day of February, 1862. It was among 
the first regiments to arrive at PitUbnrg 
Landing, and participated in the fierce 
straggle in the battle of Sbilohon the 
6th and 7th ot April, 1862. They partic- 
ipated in the battle of Jackson, Mise, in 
which Major F. M. Long, of Taylomlle, 
lost bid life; they were all through the 
siege of Viokebnrgh; .also in the ill-fated 
Bad River expedition, under command 
of Gen. A. J. Smith. They followed 
Sherman to the close of the war, and 
ware mnatered out at Louisville, Ky., in 
August, 1865.
